The Clamor of the Coal Monopolists. 


All tariff duties that are useless or ex- 


cessive simply operate to destroy indus- 
try- We have some tariffs that are so 
excessive as to be prohibitory. If all 
tariffs were thus excessive among all 
nations commerce would cease, and so 
would productive industry to a large ex- 
tent. The world would be on the way 
to stagnation and death. 


Perhaps as good an illustration of this 


principle as can be found is one right at 
hand on our own borders. The protec- 
tive systems of the United Slates and of 
Canada impose a tax on bituminous coal. 
Anthracite coal is on the free list, since 
this country has practically no compet- 
itor. But bituminous coal, such as is 
used in smithing, smelting, making illu- 
minating gas and for many other pur- 
poses, is subjected by our statutes to a 
duty of 75 cents a ton. 


Coal is a raw material. Its production 


is not an "infant industry," and snch a 
tax would seem to be utterly unjustifi- 
able. But it was imposed, and Canada 
in retaliation imposes a counter-duty of 
nearly the same amount on imported 
American coal. Now, what has been 
the inevitable effect upon the industry of 
both countries and upon the pockets of 
consumers in each ? During last year 
the imports of coal by the United States 
amounted to over 1,102,000 tons. Most 
of it came from Canada, and its cost was 
enhanced to American consumers 75 
cents a ton. In the same period the ex- 
ports of the United States amounted to 
1,773,000 tons, and most of it was ship- 
ped to Canada, whose citizens were sub- 
jected to a tax of 67 cents a ton. By 
reason of this tax this country exported 
less coal than it would otherwise have 
done, and received less coal and other 
goods of equivalent value in return. 
The consumers of both countries suffer- 
ed in the diminished supply and enhanced 
cost of a prime necessity of living. The 
industry of both countries was to that 
extent injured. The pockets of the pur- 
chasing masses of both countries were 
made to suffer to enhance the profits of 
the few producers, and on the whole 
both countries were poorer to the extent 
of the tax. 


Who, on either side of the Canadian 


border, were thegainers by this coal tax? 
Surely not the consumers of either coun- 
try, for last winter there was great suf- 
fering in both countries from lack of the 
coal supply. Of oourse the high protec- 
tionists will say it was the men who la- 
bor in the mines. But the condition of 
these miners, acsording to facts that 
have become notorious all over the land, 
will not permit tliia assumption. The 
miners of anthracite coal have the equiv- 
alent of a protection that is absolutely 
prohibitory, since they have no competi- 
tion from foreign importation. 
Are 


their wages any belter than those of 
other miners ? Does any sane man be- 
lieve that if the protection on bituminous 
coal should be raised ten-fold the wages 
of miners would be advanced by a single 
cent ? No, it is merely a combination of 
coal operators who pocket the bounty 
which consumers in both countries are 
compelled to contribute on a raw mater- 
ial by the tariff tax of seventy-five cents 
a ton. It is these men, who probably 
could all be seated in a room ten feet 
square, who lay tribute on the needs of 
both countries for their own private en- 
richment. 


The representative champions of the 


associated coal monopolists who are just 
now so clamorous for the continuance 
of the tax on coal appeared and gave 
testimony before the ways and means 
committee last fall. They talk now 
very earnestly about the tariff of 75 
cents a ton being necessary to enable 
them to pay "American wages" in 
Southern mines. But one of the largest 
coal-mining kings of this section testi- 
fied before the committee that the 
miners of West Virginia and the soft- 
coal regions generally only receive 40 
cents per ton. What, then, becomes of 
the false pretense that the 75 cents a ton 
duty is necessary in order to pay 40 
cents a ton wages ? Is it necessary foi 
the consumer to pay 75 cents to the coal-

Not 
only was the shot heard by a policeman 
near, but the murderer was seen by him 
as well as by two others, and when 
arrested, before he

act amount, $1,000 in a plain white en- 
velope without a mark of any kind. The 
revolver, with its empty chamber, lay 
near the murdered man. 


All this was proved at the trial—all

mining kings in order that they may 
pay only half as much in wages to the 
miner ? Moreover, it is not true that 
Canadian coal miners are paid less than 
American coal miners. It was shown 
in 
the testimony before the ways 


and means committee that the pay of 
Nova Scotia miners was about the same 
as that of Maryland and Virginia 
miners. Clearly, therefore, the 75 cents 
a ton duty is not needed to cover the 
difference in lalwr cost between the two 
countries. Wages are the same in both, 
and the tariff tax is about the same in 
both, and is nearly twice as much as 
labor's entire wages cost in both. 


Who, then, clamors for the retention 


of the coal tax of 75 cents a ton ? The 
coal monopolists, and they alone, are 
clamoring for it. It is to enable them to 
charge higher prices for their coal to the 
American consumers than they need to 
charge to make a fair profit—higher 
than they charge, less freight and tariff 
taxes, to the'r customers in Canada or 
in Cuba. Like all the other monopolies 
that have grown fat by cornering their 
fellow-citizens and making them pay 
more for their products than they could 
afford to send them abroad and sell 
them to foreigners for, the coal mon- 
opoly hates to let go the tariff feeding- 
bottle on which it has been nourished so 
long. And it is making common cause 
with those kindred combinationsagainst 
the Wilson tariff bill. The coal, iron, 
wood and lumber rings are all joining 
hands to try and break the Democratic 
majority in the Senate and defeat the 
people's demand for free'law materials, 
cheaper necessaries of life, larger mar- 
kets and better times. It is another 
signal illustration of "the cohesive power 
of public plunder." The people have a 
right to expect that the Democratic 
majority in the Senate will oppose a 
solid front to the machinations and in- 
trigues of the associated beneficiaries of 
tariff robbery.—Salto. Sun.

A Farm in the City. 


Madison Square Garden has been the 


scene of shows of every description—but 
this last waa a conglomeration of them 
all. It was gotten up by the Hemp- 
stead Farm, on Long Island, 22 miles 
from New York. It waa a unique show 
in its way, something like a country fair, 
but different. The Garden was deco- 
rated with grain, straw, and vegetable 
products. There were cows to be milk- 
ed, poultry to be fed, butter to be made, 
the same as on the farm; doubtless this 
was a rare sight to many of the city 
people who, of coarse, comprised the 
bulk of the visitors. On the west end 
of the Garden were two large tanks 
divided by wire netting into a number of 
compartments, containing various kinds 
of water fowl. Scattered here and 
there among the pens were yards of the 
different varieties of fowl, geese, tur- 
keys, etc. There were pheasants, pig- 
eons and rabbits. 


Among larger kinds of live stock were

Shropshire and South Down sheep; and 
Yorkshire and Berkshire swine.' The 
Hackney stallion,Fashion,was exhibited; 
as were also several other high bred 
horses, including Fairy Prince II, (of 
Woodlawn Park Stock Farm); Onward 
Boy, and Maggie, trotting mare sired by 
Ethan Allen. There were Angora goats 
and goats that were not Angoras; don- 
keys for the children to ride aud a pen 
of lambs. There were a number of In- 
cubators and brooders in operation, filled 
with little chicks and ducks. 


A butter accumulator excited much 


interest among the city people. One 
gentleman remarked that he supposed 
that waa the way that the farmers took 
the butter out of the milk that waa sold 
to them afterwards. One of the most 
tasteful things in the whole arrangement 
was a rustic arbor decorated with ever- 
greens and the beautiful, trailing Span- 
ish moss and lighted with incandescent 
lights. It waa designed by Mr. Laden- 
burgh, the owner of the Oasia Nurseries 
at Westbury, Long Island, and was 
filled with cannas and begonias. 


A very attractive exhibition was that 


of educated ponies, handled by a boy of, 
perhaps, fifteen yearsold. They would go 
through a military drill, waltz, play see- 
saw and do various other tricks. It was 
a good illustration of what may be ac- 
complished by patience and proper tram- 
ing and lead? one to think of the unde- 
veloped pos: ibilities in the farm horse. 
A troop of performing dogs of various 
breeds also show what may be accom- 
plished with these animals. 


The dog show was a special feature. 


There were upwards of 400 entries and 
nearly all excellent animals. The St. 
Bernards led in number, there being over 
80 entries. Next to these came the col- 
lies with nearly as many, followed by 
the fox terriers with an equal number, 
and there were Irish water spaniels, 
clumber spaniels, field spaniels, cocker 
spaniels and bull dogs. 


Chasing a Slaver. 


The Coii was a staunch bark, freight- 


ed with no leas than 820 slaves, and she 
was commanded by a bold, resolute, re- 
sourceful man. 


Engaged in the duty of suppressiag 


the slave trade, the Constellation was 
cruiaing on the African coast. 


One lovely night in August, 1860, the 


cSlm which had prevailed all day long 
gave way to a refreshing breeze, aud the 
Constellation, with all squaresail to 
royals, had just shaped her course, for 
St. Paul de Loando. It waa about 7 P. 
M., the sea was calm aa a floor, and a 
beautiful moon lit the waters with a 
aplandor rarely seen. 


The crew and officers were all on deck 


enjoying the refreshing change. Songs 
were heard forward, messenger boys 
were skylarking in the gangway, ofllcers 
were pacing the lee quarter-deck. 


Suddenly from theforetopsail-yard ran 


out the cry: "Sail ho!" 


Instantly laughter ceased, songs end- 


ed, men jumped to their feet—all was 
now expectancy. 


"Where away?" came sharply through 


the speaking-trumpet from the officer of 
the deck. 


"About one point for'ard of the 


weather beam, sir." 


Every eye caught the direction indi- 


cated. Sure enough, bright and glisten- 
ing in the reflected moonlight, the sails 
of the stranger were seen, hull down, 
with the upper parts of the courses in 
view. 


Soon the ship was dashing along on 


the starboard tack with royals and stay- 
sails drawing. This evolution brought 
the chase on our weather beam. 


In no long time the courses of the 


stranger began to rise, showing the gain 
we were making, and in an hour she was 
nearly hull up. 


It was as clear as day; but the light 


was that wonderfully soft light which 
the moon gives only in the tropics. The 
stranger's sails were as white in that 
light as a pocket handkerchief. The 
breeze had freshened so that we were 
running at least nine knots. 


Men had been sent aloft to wet down 


the topsails, and every thread was 
stretched with its duty, the leeches of 
the topsails just quivering. 


At this time a gun from our weather 


bow was fired, a signal for the stranger 
to heave to, but on she sped, silent as a 
dream. 
w» could now plainly see 


through the glasses that there was not a 
light about the ship, a most significant 
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minutes the stillness was painful. One 
could hear men breathing in their excit- 
ed anxiety. 


Suddenly there was a hail, in tones 


which I can recall as if heard to-day, 
clear distinct, manly, "Constellation, 
ahoy! You have captured a prize with 
over 700 slaves." 


For a second the quiet stiil prevailed, 


and then the crew forward of the main- 
mast spontaneously gave three loud, 
ringing cheers. Only the scanctity of 
the quarterdeck prevented the officers 
from joining, but they shared the feel- 
ings of the crew. 


Aside from the natural feeling which 


success in a chase brings, there was 
large prize money in prospect, for in 
every such capture the law divided 
among officers and men a sum equal to 
half the value of the ship and her outfit, 
and an additional sum of $25 for each 
slave captured, amounting in this case 
to at least $30,000. 


To a practical mind there was reason 


for cheering. The prize, however, was 
not surrendered by her captain, but by 
the crew, who in terror of our guns hove 
to the vessel. 


It was about 2 A. M. when, by order 


of the Hag officer, I went on board the 
slaver with a prize crew, consisting of 
nine men all told, one being a negro ser- 
vant. 


The deck was covered with articles of 


all kinds, which were to have been cast 
overboard to lighten the ship. The crew 
could only be seen as cal'ed to me. 
They were a set of cutthroats—bearded, 
dark looking, scowling Spaniards and 
Portuguese, not a native American 
among them. 


The slaves were nearly all on the slave 


deck, shouting and screaming in terror 
and anxiety. I leaned over the main hatch- 
way holding a lantern, and the writhing 
mass of humanity, with their cries 
and struggles, can only be compared in 
one's mind to the horrors of hell as 


"But who—how"— 
"The murderer? Oh, I got on the 


scent at the start. I got others interest 
ed, then the governor, an' we tracked 
him down, when he shot himself an' 
saved his government from the trouble. 
Same fellow who sworehesawyou shoot! 
It was all a set up game. But you are 
free, an now where do you want to go, 
my boy, for you still own the ei.OOO they 
robbed you of ?" - 


"To California," said Ned, a light of 


intense joy and hope shining in his eyes, 
"Back where I was happy and safe." 


Later on they told him the story of 


the girl who had done so much in his 
cause, the little schoolmate and friend of 
his childhood. 


Three years later he called upon her to 


thank her for her confidence and help 
and to tell her how he had prospered, 
with the hope ever before him of sharing 
his all with her if she could care for him. 


Pete and Jim refused to attend the 


wedding, but they each sent a large gold 
nugget from their new claim, which was 
panning out beautifully, as a wedding 
present.—New York Journal.

Overfed Children. 


Many young children, says Youth's 


Companion, suffer from overfeeding. 
Mothers, eager for their babies to be- 
come fat, or fearful that their crying 
may be from hunger, unwittingly feed 
them too often. 


A child of three months was recently 


brought to a physician because it suf- 
fered from colic pains, diairhcea and 
vomiting, and was poorly nourished. It 
appeared that the child had been fed 
as often as it would take food, which 
was sometimes as frequently as once an 
hour. A proper lengthening of the in- 
tervals between the feedings, under the 
physician's advice, was productive of 
good results. Similar cases are not un- 
common. 


A child of between six weeks and six 


months of age should not be fed oftener 
than once in three hours. From six 
months to ten months it should not be 
fed more than six times in 24 hours, 
and at intervals of three hours during 
the daytime. At ten months, five times 
in the 24 hours is sufficient for healthy 
children. 


The stomachs of most children who 


are too frequently fed become irritable 
and incapable of retaining food, while 
the milk fed in this way by the mother 
becomes so altered as to afford less 
nourishment than it should. 


Other children too frequently fed will 


continue to digest and absorb the ei- 
cess of food given them, and as a con- 
sequence will accumulate fat; some- 
times showing the result of overfeeding 
merely in eczematous, or scaly, patches 
on the cheeks, or even over the whole 
face and head. 


When intestinal disorders result, as 


in the end they surely will, from too fre- 
quent feeding, the child will be really 
hungry; the surplus food acting as an 
irritant in the Intestines is expelled be- 
fore a sufficient amount for nourishment 
becomes absorbed. The child will then 
waste away, and if such treatment be 
persisted in—and if it survives—will 
surely become a victim to chronic intes- 
tinal disorders. 


All About the Eyes. 


Don't allow a cold wind to shike the 


eyes. 


Don't have colored shades on the 


lampa; use white or ground glass. 


D6n't go directly from a warm room 


into a cold, raw atmosphere. 


Don't open your eyes under water in 


bathing, especially in salt water. 


Don't let any strong light, like that 


from electricity, shine directly into the 
eyes. 


Don't strain the eyes by reading, 


sewing or any like occupation, with an 
imperfect light. 


Don't bathe inflamed eyea with cold 


water; that which is as warm as can be 
borne is better. 


Don't sleep opposite a window in such 


a manner that a strong light will strike 
the eyes on awakening. 


Don't, above all, sleep so that the 


morn ing sun shall shine in your face to 
arouse you. 


Don't expect to get another pair of 


eyes when these have been destroyed 
by neglect or ill use, but give them fair 
treatment, and they will serve yon 
faithfully to the end.

Another gun was fired. As the white

On we went. 
Suddeoty I saw her 


course begin to change; she was coming 
to windward—her studding sails camn 
flattering down, her skysails and royals 
were clewed up, her foresail also, and 
as she rounded up to the wind and back- 
ed her maintopsail, the Constellation 
had barely time to get in. her canvass, 
and round to under her maintopsail, 
scarcely 200 yards to windward. 


"Away there, first cutter, away I "call- 


ed the boatswain's mates, as then: shrill 
whistles ceased. 


I had barely time to get on deck, after 


the guns bad been secured, before I saw 
the first cutter, with our gallant first 
lieutenant himself as the boarding offi- 
cer, speeding like an arrow to the vessel, 
her oars scattering sparkling diamond!

aud fell. 


Every officer and man was leaning 


over our low hammock rails, breathless- 
ly waiting and watching. We saw the 
cutter round up to the gangway.

farmers of this state, that there is a 
bounty offered taxpayers for the plant- 
ing and cultivation of shade trees along 
the public highways. The law was 
passed in 1879, and says: "Any person 
liable to road tax, who shall transplant 
to the side of the public highway on his 
own premises any fruit, shade trees or 
forest trees of suitable size, shall be al- 
lowed by the supervison of roads, where 
roads run through or adjoin cultivated 
land, in abatement of his road tax, tl 
for every four trees set out; but no row 
of elms shall be placed nearer that TO 
feet, no row of maples or other foreota 
trees nearer than 50 feet, except locas's 
which may be 30 feet apart, and no al- 
lowance shall be made, unless such trees 
shall have been set out the year previous 
to the demand for such abatement ot 
tax, and are living and well protected 
from animals at the time of snch de- 
mand." No person shall be allowed an 
abatement on his highway tax, more 
than one-quarter of his annual highway 
tax, and any person who shall Gut down, 
kill or injure any tree, shall p»y to the 
supervisor of roads 30 cents for each 
tree.— Westmoreland .Democrat.

Xo mechanic will attempt to perform 


a full day's work without sharp tools, 
yet fanners will use the same tools a 
whole year without sharpening them. 
It is as important to keep the farm tools 
in good order as it is to have a sharp ax, 
as the better the condition of the tools 
and implements the less effort is re- 
quired by the teams and the better the 
work is performed. 


IT is more important to retain moist- 


ure in the soil than to endeavor to get 
rid of it. Drainage is essential for re- 
moving the excess of water in the lower 
soil, but to retain the water near the 
surface, for the use of plants, is import- 
ant. This may be done by keeping the 
soil constantly loose with the cultivator, 
the fine soil on the surface serving as a 
covering, or mulch, and thereby provent- 
ing rapid evaporation. 


HORSES are cheap now, and farm 


labor comparatively dear. There is no 
use in hiring a man to work with horses 
and then give him a team that will need 
to rest at every bout with the plow 
or harrow. A three-horse team will 
usually do one-third more work at either 
of these operations than will a team hav- 
ing only two horses. 


WHILE stable manure has generally 


fallen into some disrepute for fruit, the 
need of nitrogen to form a healthy but 
not extreme growth is still acknowledg- 
ed. Peas are good for orchards. They 
are the king of leguminous plants which 
dissolve air in the soil and put its nitro- 
gen into available form. 


Is trials with field cured corn fodder 


at the Pennsylvania station, "corn fod- 
der," ir. this connection meaning the 
entire plant, ears and all, a given area 
cut when the kernels of the ears were 
mostly dented, but with the husks and 
leaves mostly green, produced more but- 
ter fat than an equal area when cut 
earlier or later. 


TILE yational Dairyman say : Over 


100 new creameries is the record in this 
country for 1893. Many poorly-located 
ones have quit business, but it is perfect- 
ly safe to figure on 600 good live cream- 
eries added to the forces. This will 
make close to 6,000 good, live creameries 
in operation, an increase of about 10 per 
cent.

WHEN the ground is-worked to a fine 


condition the roots penetrate the soil 
more easily, secure a greater share of 
plant, food, and grow more rapidly than 
when but slight cultivation is given the 
soil. Careful cultivation thus increases 
the yield of crops by affording greater 
feeding capacity to the roots of the 
plants. 
— 


THE sprayer is not only useful on 


trees but for preventing or destroying 
vermin on stock. AVhen kerosene emul- 
sion is sprayed over cattle in the form of 
a fine spray it reaches every portion of 
the body and but a small quantity is re- 
quired. The emulsion is not injurious, 
and does not irritate the skin as is often 
the ease with unadulterated kerosene. 


IF possible have long rows for the gar- 


den, 
so as to permit of the use of the 


horse hoe or cultivator. By this plan 
farmers who give but little attention to 
the cultivation of a garden will be in- 
duced to grow quite a variety of garden 
crops at but little extra cost of labor. 
The aversion of farmers to the use of 
hand tools, such as the hoe, rake, and 
spade, debars them from making the 
garden a specialty, but by using a seed 
drill, and planting in long rows, so as 
to cultivate with the horse hoe, a gar- 
den will entail but little extra work 
for sorae crops 


GRAPE vines are frequently overtaxed. 


As the vine makes rapid growth, and 
extends over quite an area, there is 
frequently a temptation to permit it 
to bear as much as possible. This is a 
mistake, as the vine becomes exhausted 
and bears imperfect bunches, which 
may be prevented by thinning out the 
fruit and applying fertilizer liberally. It 
is now too late to cut back the vines. 


PHOSPHATE of any kind will always 


give good results on crops that bear 
seeds profusely. The seed borne by a 
plant takes more mineral substance 
from the soil, in proportion to weight 
and quantity, than any other portion of 
the plant, and in such cases, where 
plants arejllowed to fully mature seed, 
phosphates should never be omitted 
from the fertilizer. 


GAPES in chicks are caused by min- 


ute thread-like worms, which cluster In 
the windpipe. The difficulty prevails 
mostly on soil that has long been occu- 
pied by poultry. They may bo drawn 
from the windpipe by using the tip of a 
feather, insert-jig it in the windpipe, 
twisting it, and quickly withdrawing 
it; but this is unreliable if performed 
by inexperienced persons. The ordinary 
remedy is to give each chick one or two 
drops of spirits turpentine ou a bread 
crumb. Dust air-slaked lime thoroughly 
over the runs occupied by the chicks. 


FOB a small lawn the best invigorator 


is a gill of nitrate of soda, once, a 
week, in a pail of water, applied with 
a watering pot, over an area of 100 
square feet. The grass will quickly 
respond to such treatment. 


PKACHKS are regarded as uncertain 


crops in some sections, but those who 
guard their trees against Insect enemies 
wUl prolong the usefulness of the trees, i 
and procure larger crops. Many sup- 
posed diseases of peach trees are due to 
the work of borer* that have secured 
lodgment in the trees unnoticed. 


AM, kinds of garden crops may go in 


now, and there should be no delav 
Procure good seed, as failure to germi- 
nate means a loss of time that cannot 
b« recovered. May is the busiest month 
m the year, and all work that has been 
delayed should be finished at once, even 
If more help must be secured.

Advanced Agriculture. 


Our progressive farmers are without 


exception advocates of intensive farm- 
ing. How to grow the largest crops on 
he least land and with the lowest ex- 
penditure of money and hand labor is 
their aim. With a view to affording a 
lesson in the advanced methods to the 
uninitiated JVcto England Homestead 
thus describes the plan pursued by a sac- 
cesaul grower near Boston, the crop in 
in this instance being cabbage: 


A newly broken sod, fertilized with a 


high grade fertilizer, is prepared as af- 
fording the best conditions for this crop. 
After applying the fertilizer to the 
plowed surface, one ton per acre, the 
land is rolled, harrowed and check rowed. 
At the intersection of each check four 
or five seeds are dropped and covered, 
the plants being thinned at the proper 
time, one of the most promising plants 
being left to make the crop. "While this 
method requires more harrowing be- 
tween the rows to keep weeds down, 
there is a greater surety of obtaining a 
maximum crop than when the plants are 
grown in a bed and transplanted, from 
the fact that often at transplanting time 
dry weather interferes with the opera- 
tion. In the former method the sod is 
turned the middle of May and seed sown 
as above. Last year from the fear that 
many of the heads would crack, owing 
to the too rapid advancement of the 
ci op, all plants were slightly lifted from 
the soil in autumn, which had the effect 
of retarding growth until the weather 
was cool enough to pit the heads. 


The method of harvesting this crop 


will be a novelty to many readers. The 
first operation is to pass along the rows, 
breaking to the ground what few out- 
side leaves are found, at the same time 
tipping the head over—all heads in one 
direction. Men follow with sharp butch- 
er knives and sever head from the 
stump, leaving about two inches of stump 
adhering to the head. As the heads are 
cut off six rows are thrown together, af- 
fording ample space for the passage of 
the team in collecting. The variety 
commonly grown by the grower alluded 
to is the Stone Mason, a variety wMch is 
esteemed for its natural habit of form- 
ing large, solid head with but few super- 
fluous outside leaves.

STRAWBERRY SCONES.—Beat hal! a 


cupful o£ butter to a cream with a 
teacupful of sugar; strain two eggs 
into a quarter of a teacupful of milk, 
and stir it gradually into the butter and 
sugar; sift one teaspoon?ul of carbonate 
of soda, and two teaspoonfuls of cream 
of tartar, with two teacupfuls of flour, 
and add to the rest, mixing all to a 
nice paste; divide it into scones, and 
bake in a moderate oven for ten min- 
utes. Tear tliese scones apart, and 
place on one half a mixture of straw- 
berries Cor raspberries) lightly mashed 
with sugar, and a little thick cream; 
cover these with the rest of the scones, 
and ice with the following: Stir over 
tho fire three-quarters of a pound of 
i':mg sugar with three tablespoonfuls of 
. Lrawberry juice until just warm and 
smooth, and use. These scones can be 
made with almost every kind of fruit, 
and are particularly good with rasp- 
berries or blackberries. 


The paste of which these scones are 


made can be baked on an ordinary 
baking-tin, marked in squares with a 
sharp knife, and brushed over with a 
little milk, to glaze them. Just as they 
are taken from the oven they can be 
sprinkled with roughly pounded sugar, 
and finished off like the regular sconea. 


CHOCOLATE.—The average 
cup of 


chocolate is a thin, watery mixture, 
sometimes a little chilly, sometimes clot- 
ted with little lumps and sometimes 
rendered still more uninviting by a thin 
skim of milk. Xone of these things 
will be so if this rule is followed: For 
G cups of chocolate grate 6 ounces of 
cake chocolate or of the powdered kind. 
Make a perfectly smooth paste by mix- 
ing this with a little cold milk. Then 
pour on S pints of sweet milk, boiling. 
Add sugar to tiiste, set in a bain marie 
for about five minutes. Have the choc- 
olate pot very hot. With a wire spoon 
beat the chocolate to a creamy lightness, 
pour into the heated pot and serve with 
whippsd cream.—America.
